MONEY  THAT  MADE  CHINA  LAUGH 

Throughout  world  history  there  are 
many  unsung  heros  whose  deeds  of 
daring  and  valor  have  not  received  the 
recognition  and  plaudits  of  liberty- 
loving  citizens.  None  is  more  worthy 
than  Chang  Chi  Wei  whose  finely  en- 
graved Chinese  banknotes  heaped 
ridicule  at  the  "Greater  East  Asia  Co- 
prosperity Sphere  " and  produced  a re- 
sounding slap  in  the  face  to  the  whole 
Japanese  army. 

Chang,  a master  engraver  as  was  his 
father  and  grandfather  before  him, 
lived  a somewhat  humdrum  life  until 
1940  when  the  Japanese  smashed  their 
way  into  Shanghai,  burning,  torturing, 
raping,  and  looting.  Fortunate  to 
escape  death,  he  was  taken  by  the  in- 
vaders and  put  to  work  at  engraving  in 
the  city's  mint.  Beneath  the  sharp 
scrutiny  of  his  Japanese  conquerors, 
he  formulated  a plan  with  great  clever- 
ness. The  path  to  glory  which  lay  be- 
fore him  was  destined  to  begin  with 
his  skill  and  end  with  his  death.  From 
this  there  was  no  escape. 

With  his  engraving  tools  he  fashioned 
his  epitaph  in  Latin  letters  and  Arabic 
numerals  strange  to  his  hand  - 
US  AC  1945.  Since  1912  the  Chinese 
currency  was  patterned  after  United 
States  currency.  So,  with  courageous 
directness,  he  engraved  the  initials 
USAC  which  meaat  "United  States 
Army  Coming!"  and  scattered  these 
hidden  symbols  in  the  intricate  lathe 
work  of  paper  money  for  the  new  issue 
of  200  Yuan  notes  for  the  puppet 
Japanese  Central  Reserve  Bank.  Two 
of  the  letters  were  concealed  on  the 
front  of  the  bill  and  the  other  two  on 
the  back. 

Vast  quantities  were  printed  and 
signed  by  elaborating  Chinese  poli- 
ticians and  circulated  throughout  China, 
escaping  the  eyes  of  the  Japanese. 

It  didn't  take  long  for  the  simple 
Chinese  to  find  and  figure  out  the  USAC 
meaning.  From  Peiping  to  Cantcn,  a 
gigantic  laugh  spread  across  the  land 
like  a tidal  wave  making  Chang  China's 
number  one  hero.  It  was  too  much  to 
expect  a good  Joke  to  be  kept  secret, 
and  in  a short  while  the  Japanese  found 
out,  and  this  discovery  sealed  the 
doom  of  Chang. 

The  Japs  destroyed  the  new  stock  and 
plates,  and  all  the  bills  they  could  lay 
their  hands  on,  and  today  these  his- 
toric banknotes  are  scarce  and  hard 
to  find  in  any  condition .

FIRST  REVOLT 

Ardent  numismatists  find  the  Jewish 
coins  of  the  First  Revolt  particularly 
interesting.  It  is  claimed  that  there 
were  but  two.  Both  were  little  bronze 
coins . Each  has  on  its  obverse  a diota, 
and  on  its  reverse  a vine  leaf. 

They  are  much  alike  but  the  diota  of 
one  has  a cover  and  other  has  not. 

They  were  made  66-70  A.D.  --  four 
years  of  suffering  under  Roman  rule  -- 
the  last  two  of  Nero,  the  years  of  Galba 
Otho,  and  Vitellius,  and  the  first  year 
of  the  ten-year  reign  of  Vespasian. 
These  make  up  that  hideous  First 
Revolt  period. 

The  Jews  were  always  exceedingly 
cautious  to  put  nothing  on  their  coins 
that  could  offend.  We  marvel  that  any- 
thing so  dainty,  delicate  and  artistic, 
as  the  little  diota  and  the  vine  leaf, 
could  come  out  of  that  terrible  turmoil. 
It  seems  like  the  lotus  blossom  told  of 
by  the  poet  who  says  it  came  out  of 
a "stagnant  marsh  that  lay  beneath 
a reeking  scum  of  green. "

ROMAN  EMPERORS 
OF  NEW  TESTAMENT  YEARS 

Frequently  even  advanced  Bible  stu- 
dents are  amazed  upon  discovering 
that  they  may  actually  hold  in  their 
hands  authentic  portraits  of  every 
Roman  emperor  of  New  Testament 
years  --  yes,  all  the  way  from  the  be- 
ginning of  Matthew  to  the  end  of 
Revelation,  all  the  way  from  6 B.  C., 
which  is  the  date  given  with  Luke  - 
one  year  earlier  than  Matthew 's  first 
chapter  date  - to  96  A.D.,  twelve 
rulers  who  had  dominion  over  the  Jews 
and  four  of  the  twelve  are  mentioned 
in  the  New  Testament. 

When  we  speak  those  familiar  words, 
"The  Twelve  Caesars,  ” we  are  in- 
cluding that  great  statesman,  Julius 
Caesar,  who  was  the  first  of  that 
name  and  one  of  the  First  Triumvirate 
of  Rome,  but  was  never  emperor.  He 
was  slain  by  Brutus,  March  15,  44B.C. 

Then  was  formed  the  Second  Trium- 
virate, one  of  which  was  Octavius. 

In  27  B.C.  he  assumed  the  imperial 
purple,  becoming  Augustus  Caesar. 
With  his  reign  comes  the  termination 
of  that  400- year  night  of  forgotten 
hope,  the  break  of  a new  day. 

The  list  of  the  twelve  Roman  emper- 
ors of  New  Testament  years  begins 
with  him,  and  has  eleven  Caesars, 
then  one  more  emperor,  Nerva,  in 
the  last  year  of  the  New  Testament.

Naturally  we  Incline  to  reach  for  first 
bronzes  (Sestertii)  when  we  seek  these 
emperors'  portraits.  But  no  regal 
portrait  ever  appeared  on  Sestertii  of 
Augustus  or  Tiberius.  And  Otho  never 
issued  one.  Do  not  be  too  determined 
upon  having  large  coins.  Sometimes 
a smaller  coin  may  be  in  such  fine 
condition  that  its  portrait  is  more  de- 
sirable than  that  on  any  larger  one  you 
ipay  find.  Give  careful  attention  to 
the  condition  of  your  coin.  Sometimes 
quite  a large  As  may  be  found,  having 
a regal  portrait.
